Again, when 
a live^lectric wire broke near him, injur- 
ing several workmen, he escaped. He was

Electric Lights as Aid in 


Making Raid on Finny Tribe 


Lunng fish bj electricity is simply a 


new and %erjr eflicient stunt to which a 
few batteries and an electric light may 
be applied. In u recent patent for this 
purpose Tin inventor has provided a de- 
MCe, which is intended to induce timid 
fi*h to \euture from their hiding places 
in drifts, into the open water, where 
they may be easily caught by the pa- 
tient and persistent fisherman, says 
the Electrical Experimenter. 


The device consists merely of an 


electric lamp incased in a strong glass 
container, a float to regulate the depth 
of the glass u coil of wire and a few 
batteries to energize the lamp. The 
wires, are insulated from the water by 
a_ length of rubber tubing and the bat- 
teries stored in a portable box on 
shore. 
The flexibility of tlfe tubing, 


however, does not permit it to bend un- 
der the stress of flowing water. 
A 


small switch mounted on the outside 
of the box completes or opens the cir- 
cuit to the lamp at will. 


When the fisherman is ready for op- 


erations lie sets his ilout at the proper 
place and drops the lamp into the wa- 
ter. He then allows his line to hang 
alongside the lamp and proceeds to 
make himself comfortable. The fish 
soon-crowd around to view the elec- 
trical display and when one attempts 
to relieve the hook of its bait/ the 
angler pulls him in. After all of the 
fish at one place have been drawn from 
their hiding places, the fisherman turns 
off Ins light and draws it shorew'ard.

More and more of the residues of in­ 
dustrial processes that used to be 
thrown away are being found to con 
tain some useful sul)stance. 
In some 
cafees the value of what v/as originally 
considered a **by-i)roducl’* has come to 
exceed that of the primary product it­ 
self. 
The residues of sugar refining 
have been discovered to contain a valu­ 
able waxy substance in suificient quan­ 
tities to warrant its extraction on a 
commercial scale. 
W hen a section of sugar cane is e.x- 
amined under the microscope it is seen 
that from the epidermis exude little 
protuberances, 
straight 
or 
curved 
and disposed perpendicularly to the 
surface. These are/nade of wax. which, 
with other waxy substances contained 
in other parts of the plant, passes into 
the juice (n tlie process of its extrac­ 
tion. 
The lime used in almost all refineries 
carries tnem away In the refuse of the 
precipitation process, from which the 
idea of rescuing them was not long 
ago broached. 
For this purpose tho slimy residue 
is placed in a receptacle, v/here it un­ 
dergoes a i’ermentaiion which destroys 
the fatty matters without attacking 
the v/ax. The substance is then dried 
in the sun and aitcrward in a current 
of warm air or in a furnace. 'I’lie dry 
product is crushed and treated with 
benzine or carbon disulphid. The wax 
thus obtained is then refined by being 
extracted anev/ with petroleum es­ 
sence, and then by filtration through 
clay or anlxnal black. The residue of 
this extraction may bo utilized as a 
lubricant or tnjated to obtain tho sugar 
which it still contains. 
Cano wax thus obtained is white or 
pale yellow. It much resembles in ap­ 
pearance Carnauba wax, as also in ita 
hardness and high melting point. The 
dried slimy residue contains ten to 
twelve per cent of it—a sufiiclently 
large projiortlon to justify tho indus­ 
trial treatment of these residues, 


English Lawns as War Maps. 
It Is often dilficult to comprehend 
from a small map the significance of 
different movements and the strategic 
value of certain positions in the pres­ 
ent European war, because of tho vast 
territory 
Involved. 
Seeking to get 
around this difilculty, several English 
lawns have been experimentally con 
verted into large scale, open air maps. 
On those huge plats onfc can actually 
stroll up and down the “firing line/* 
observe how close one*s position is to 
that of the enemy, and, in general, 
gain a comprehensive idea of progresF 
in warring operations. Small nation/xl 
fiags mark the positions each country's 
armies occupy and the towns are indi­ 
cated by small posts, also appropriate 
ly flagged. Colored tape, staked down 
at intervals, shows the location of riv­ 
ers. and small stones set in the sod 
spell out names of the various dls-

thoroughly until well ' dissolved, then 
add a third of a cupful of lemon juice 
and a pint of cider; mix, and when 
nearly cold turn into a mold to set. 


Chestnut Dressing for the Turkey. — 


Take a quart of large chestnuts, re- 
move the shell and cook until -soft, 
then remo\e the inner brown covering, 
mash and mix with two tahlespoonfuls 
of butter, a teaspoonful of salt, pep- 
per, chopped parsley, a cupful of fresh 
bread crumbs and stock or milk to 
moisten. To do away with the sewing 
up of the turkey, use toothpicks on 
each side of the vent, lac-ing a string 
back and forth as a man's shoes are 
laced. Tliis is quickly removed after 
the bird is ready for the table. 


Sweet Potatoes, Southern Style. — 


Cook the potatoes in their skins until 
soft. Cut them, after peeling, in rathei 
thick slices and lay them in a greased 
baking dish, sprinkling with sugar and 
adding butter to each layer. 
Bake 


half an hour in a slow oven and 
serve them from the dish in which 
they were baked. 


Chestnut Dainty". — Take a pound of 


chestnuts, one cupful of cream, half a 
pound of sugar, one lemon, half a tea- 
spoonful of lemon extract, a few drops 
of reel coloring, and some pink and 
white wafers. Cut a slit across the 
top of each chestnut, then put them 
ou to cook iu boiling -water to cover; 
boil for five minutes tlien peel them. 
Put two -cupfuls of hot water into a 
pan, add the sugar and a thinly 
pared lemon rind; bring -to- the boiling 
point, add nuts ami cook them until 
tender. Take one of rhe sirup, pound 
and rub them through a sieve. WJaip 
the cream, add the chestnut puree. 
Sweeten to ta^t'% add coloring and fla- 
•vor. Heap in a pretty dish, with the 
wafers around the edge.

German Forcemeat.—This is . good 


for goose or roast pig. Mix together 
one cupful of boiled, blanched chest- 
nuts, a tart apple, a small cupful of 
celery, a small onion, all chopped very 
fine. Add one cupful of seeded raisins, 
a table-spoonful of butter, melted; pep- 
per and salt to taste and milk to mois- 
ten. Mix lightly and fill. 


Roast Pifl.—A six-weeks pig after 


being carefully cleaned and dried is 
filled with German forcemeat, or bread 
and mashed potatoes may be used if 
preferred. 
After filling, rub the pig 


with melted butter, sprinkle with flour, 
salt and pepper. Roast, basting often 
in a moderate oven, two and a half to 
three hours. 


Sweetbreads a la Newburg.—Parboil 


a pair of sweetbreads half an hour 
In water with two bay leaves. Drain, 
cool, remove, the membranes and cut 
in small dice. Chop fine a half cupful 
of mushrooms. Heat n cupful of thick 
cream in a double boiler, add the 
sweetbreads and the mushrooms. Bent 
three c"S yolks, add salt, pap.rika and 
two tablespconfuls of lemon juice, one 
tablespoonful of Worcestershire "sauce 
and stir into the cream, stir until some- 
what thickened. Put Into heated rame- 
kins and serve very hot 


Stuffed Potatoes.—Choose six good- 


sized, shapely potatoes, scrub them 
clean and bake in a moderate oven tin- 
til they are soft. 
Then cut a piece 


from each end and scoop out the potato 
without breaking the skins. Mash the 
potnto, seasoning with butter, chopped 
ham salt, pepper and egg. Refill the 
shells and return the potatoes to the 
oven to reheat.

at 
Coal . Under Shenandoah Valued 


$3,000,000 May be Removed. 


Judge C. N. Brumm, la Potts 


vllle, Pa., filed an opinion and issued a 
decree modifying a long-standing in- 
junction, which will give the Thomas 
Colliery company permission to m'ne 
nearly a million tons of coal under the 
borough of Shenandoah, the market 
va!ue of which is $3,000,000. 


The tract on which the coal is to 


be mined is owned by the Girard Es- 
tate and leased to the Thomas Col'.iery 
company. 


The proceedings were begun in 1904, 


and in 1911 court issued an injunction 
prohibiting the mining of coal within 
a vast area under the main part of 
Shenandoah. The Home Brewing com 
pany was the chief complainant, but 
Archbishop Prendergast also interven 
ed because St. Casimer's church, val- 
ued at $80,000, is In the danger zone. 
The walls and foundations of the brew- 
ery were cracked by the fissure in the 
earth's surface. 


Judge Brumm in his decision guards 


against such occurrence by providing 
that the coal company must fill up the 
cavities it makes in new mining by 
Blushing and gobbing, thereby filling 
up the vacant space, which 
might 


cause cave-ins, with mine debris. This 
will prevent any large areas from be 
ing left unprotected and the entire 
overlying strata, it is expected, will 
be protected.

Plank Belongs to St* LouU. 
**A decision of the National Base Ball 
Commission soon to be announced, will be 
a shock to many a Federal League ball 
player, who now believes himself to be a 
free agent,’* declared Ban B, Johnson* 
president of the American Lcai?ue, on 
Wednesday. Eddie Plank, of New Oxford, 
wanted to accept an ofTer to join the New 
York Giants. **Thc decision is in the case 
of Eddie Plank, pitcher, who appealed to 
the commission to be made a free agent,*’ 
continued Johnson. “Plank claimed his 
contract with the St. Louis Federáis had 
expired and that when he had signed that 
contract all the American League and 
National League clubs had waived on him 
All the clubs had not waived on Plank. 
Boston and Cincinnati!, in the National, 
both claimed him, but that does not affect 
the case. Organized baso ball will recog­ 
nize the reserve clausc of the Federal 
League. All players whose contracts have 
expired are under reserve by their clubs, 
whether in the Federal League or not. 
Hence, Plank belongs to St. Louis.** 


An employment certificate is not re­ 
quired for a minor between the ages of 14 
and IG years if employed on the farm or in 
private homes, but it would be necessary 
under the act of 1915 in case of domestic 
service rendered in other than private 
homes, according to an opinion given to !

quiricc were made which rccluced the factor of drink to surprisingly 
low percentages,”

comparatively small, and destitution occasioned by them, 
though serious, is not the real menacc to cociety.” 


New York Association for the Improvement of The Condi- 
tion of the Poor, in its report for 1811, stated: “The two most 
striking points were the large number of families x'educed to poverty 
by sickness, and the insignificant part played by intemperance aa a 
contributing cause (of poverty).
